Employment specialists and 
Family Independence Agency 
leaders and workers gathered 
at the FIA Romulus office on 
Van Born Road Tuesday to fine 
tune the agency’s plans for 
“Project Zero.” 

Project Zero was created by 
Gov. John Engler’s office ear¬ 
lier this year and was kicked 
off in Canton recently at a 
Summit on the Park gathering 
of state and local dignitaries. 

Romulus was selected as 
one of six areas in Michigan to 
identify certain personal char¬ 
acteristics, demographic infor- 
mation and barriers to 
employment that add to the 
state’s unemployment rate. 

Two of the most heavily 
cited job barriers are trans¬ 
portation and daycare needs, 
FIA studies show. 

As the project’s name states, 
FIA will seek to lower the Ro¬ 
mulus jobless rate to zero by 
the middle of 1997. 

Romulus FIA Director Jean 
Porter told the Canton gather¬ 
ing “we’re honored that our 
site was selected as one of the 
Wayne County target area 
sites.” 

County FIA Director Sam¬ 
uel Chambers revealed the 
goals are to strengthen fami¬ 
lies, develop programs to meet 
recipients’ needs, promote in¬ 
dependence and focus success 
on persons in our commu¬ 
nities. 

Engler, who hopes the pro¬ 
ject will be life-style changing 
for some families, feels that 
the battle will become a bi¬ 
partisan issue. He hopes the 
project; can be another step in 
bringing power back from 
Washington to Michigan. 

Porter encourages busi¬ 
nesses in and around Romulus 
to keep her office at 38211 Van 
Born Road informed of job 
openings, so that FIA can help 
fill those critically needed po¬ 
sitions. The office number is 
595-9251. 

Porter said she was encour¬ 
aged when she attended a sim¬ 
ilar kickoff in Detroit last 
week and saw 100 job offers re¬ 
ceived by FIA there.

A summer road upgrade 
program slated in the Mead¬ 
owdale Subdivision is ex¬ 
pected to begin in five to six 
weeks, following the council’s 
5-0 approval of the $749,000 bid 
to pave six major roads. 

The action was taken at a 
brief special 5 p.m council ses¬ 
sion. Absent were Council 
members Michael Prybyla and 
Deborah Romak. 

Mayor William Oakley had 
announced more than a month 
ago a glitch had developed in 
the city’s bidding effort for the 
announced roadway project. 

Somehow a bid was re¬ 
ceived for the reworking of the 
entire subdivision’s road sys¬ 
tem, rather than just the spe¬ 
cified six streets. Thus the bid 
totalled more than $1.4 million 


rather than the $700,000 or 
more the city had set aside for 
the concrete paving. 

The bidding problem forced 
Oakley, Department of Public 
Works Director David Paul, 
Robert McLachlan, residential 
association chairman; and 
three engineers to walk the 
streets to examine the worsen¬ 
ing road conditions. 

Slated now to be upgraded 
are Leroy, Burning Tree, Wild- 
fox, Hermosa, Knurlwood and 
Richbrook Path. 

McLachlan, who spoke out 
forcefully for the road repair 
prior to the past election, was 
rather low key after Monday’s 
meeting. He stated he was 
“glad to see” the final council 
action on the program and was 
anxious to see the actual road 
work begin hopefully in late 
May. 


Lame ducks could 
impose gas tax

If nothing happens in Lans¬ 
ing by this summer on the oft- 
discussed state gas tax, don’t 
be too surprised if a “lame 
duck” legislature acts on the 
issue after the 1996 general 
election. 

While this prediction wasn’t 
made by State Sen. Loren Ben¬ 
nett (R- Canton) when he ap¬ 
peared before the Greater 
Romulus Chamber of Com¬ 
merce on Monday, Bennett 
didn’t rule it out entirely. 

Bennett admitted that he 
has heard “rumors in Lansing” 
of such possible action, if no 
effort is expended before then 
to help Michigan’s sorry road 
status, but cautioned “that is 
what they are at this time, just 
rumors.” 

The first term state senator 
chastised those who stress that 
Michigan is 46th (out of 50) in 
the U.S. on road expenditures. 

Bennett said many fail to 
understand that Michigan is 


one of the few states that 
charge six cents a gallon on 
gas sales. But four of those six 
cents go to the state’s general 
fund and two go to tHe schools. 

Some feel in Lansing that if 
three cents are assigned to re¬ 
pair roads this year, they 
should be subtracted from the 
general fund tax dollars al¬ 
ready assessed. 

Bennett said one of the 
problems he faces on state 
funds being turned over to 
Wayne County is that the first 
$25 of each $100 will be used 
for overhead on road projects. 
He feels this rate is excessive 
and heavily curtails the 
amount of road work that can 
be done. 

Bennett feels that his fellow 
legislators should speak out in 
favor or against such gas tax 
proposals in advance and not 
hide behind a “lame duck” 
vote, so that local residents 
know how they stand on such 
an issue.

Will abortions 
be major issue? 


Will the late-term partial 
birth abortion ban veto by 
President Bill Clinton and sup¬ 
ported by first term Con¬ 
gresswoman Lynn Rivers (D- 
Ann Arbor) be a major issue 
this fall in the 13th Congressio¬ 
nal District? 

The abortion process, which 
takes place during the sixth to 
ninth month of a pregnancy, 
reportedly has the abortionist 
extract all but the baby’s head 
from the mother’s womb and 
then a device is used to siphon 
the brain matter from the skull 
cavity prior to the abortion. 

The Congressional bill was 
passed overwhelmingly in the 
House of Representatives 
(286-129) with various normally 
pro-abortion Democrats (in¬ 
cluding Michigan’s John Din- 
gell) supporting it. 

Rivers, considered one of 
the most liberal legislators in 
the House, opposed the legis¬ 
lation. 

The House vote if upheld 
could have overturned the 
veto, but while the Senate vote 
supported the abortion ban 
(54-44), it was not veto-proof. 

When Clinton as promised 
vetoed the ban on April 10, 
outrage was expressed in no 
uncertain terms by Christian 
spokespersons across the U.S., 
both Protestants and Catholics 
alike. 

Clinton said he vetoed the 
bill only after months of study 
and prayer, while Majority 
Leader Sen. Robert Dole, soon 
to be the Republican presi¬ 
dential candidate, deplored 
the veto as showing Clinton 
would even reject a “very mod¬ 
est and bipartisan measure re- 
flecting the values of a 
majority of America.” 

But National Christian ra¬ 
dio host Dr. James Dobson, 
who also strongly condemned 
the abortion procedure, pre¬ 
dicted the action would “sadly 
produce a major collective 
yawn” in churches across the 
U.S. 

Because Clinton opted to 
veto the abortion ban in the 
midst of the funeral day of the 
late Commerce Secretary Ron 
Brown, little public outcry was 
heard except from strong anti- 
abortion activitists. 

However because of its 
emotional impact on Christian 
conservatives, it surely will be 
among the heaviest televised 
political spots on this fall’s TV 
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agenda. 

And being Rivers was 
among the minority in Michi¬ 
gan to oppose the ban, Rivers’ 
definitely will be one of the 
main targets this fall of those 
ads. 

When contacted this week, 
Rivers explained she stood 
next to Tammi Watts at the 
Clinton press conference an¬ 
nouncing his veto and 
“watched her eyes fill up with 
tears as she described the or¬ 
deal of losing her baby to pro- 
found -- and fatal -- 
development abnormalities 
and the necessity of undergo¬ 
ing a late term abortion in or¬ 
der to protect her own health 
and future ability to have chil¬ 
dren.” 

Rivers deplores the fact that 
some in government today 
want to insert themselves “bet¬ 
ween a woman and her doctor 
as they consider what is right 
for her specific situation.” 

While a lifelong Christian 
this writer could never sup¬ 
port the harsh theology of ex¬ 
tremists in the pro-life 
movement, such as “save a life, 
kill an abortionist today!” 

But at the same time I can¬ 
not righteously ever think that 
a fetus is a woman’s decision 
only. 

In fact my fetus philosophy 
brings mixed reviews from 
both sides of the abortion 
battle. 

Having seen the American 
public go full cycle in 30 years 
on such issues as the death 
penalty and others, I feel my 
spiritual dreams may become 
reality in a decade or two if the 
intense spirit of Rep. Henry 
Hyde (R-Ill.) can be passed on 
to a new generation of political 
leaders. 

That powerful fetal dream 
is that some time early in the 
next century, the silent mem¬ 
ber of the abortion issue will 
also be awarded legal counsul. 
The statement often brings 
smirks from pro choice per¬ 
sons and both expressed hopes 
as well as doubts from the pro¬ 
life team.

Pet food company 
has long history

The Lang Feed Co. of Huron 
Township began as an off¬ 
shoot of a mink ranch owned 
by Don Stoegbar (Lang) back in 
1940. 

While the founder’s name 
was actually Stoegbar, most 
people knew him by the com¬ 
pany’s name, Lang. His widow, 
Thelma, currently owns the 
company. 

Today the animal feed com¬ 
pany supplies food products to 
five or more states including 
Michigan, Illinois, Ohio, Indi¬ 
ana and New York. 

The current facility was 
built in 1952, when the com¬ 
pany enlarged its facility to 
widen and improve its 
slaughtered meat production. 
Today the pet food process 
uses frozen meats. 

Today’s Lang office and fac¬ 
tory complex (more than 16,000 
square feet) is located on a 
four-acre site at Inkster and 
Pennsylvania roads in Huron 
Township. 

Pat DeSpirito, currently 
Lang Feed Co. manager, said 
company pet food products are 
known for their natural tex¬ 
tures and the all meat prod¬ 
ucts have no cereal added. 

The canned pet food prod¬ 
ucts are processed and canned 
on site in Huron Township and 
then are transported to food 
outlets in the above mentioned 
states by Lang Feed Co. dis¬ 
tributors. 

Dry pet foods are also mar¬ 
keted by the Lang Feed Co. 

“The Lang food products 
are so well known for their 
quality,” DeSpirito said, “that 
they are in demand by many 
pet breeders, kennel operators 
and veterinarians.” 

With a family-owned com¬ 
pany background, she states, 
“We strive for a well balanced 
diet that is vitamin enriched 


and has all the daily nutrients 
required to maintain a healthy 
and happy pet.” 

Lang’s Pet Food Products 
are sold exclusively at pet food 
stores and feed mills. But De¬ 
Spirito said Lang’s is consider¬ 
ing making the line available 
where ever pet foods are sold 
including grocery stores. 

The Lang Feed Co. cur¬ 
rently markets both canned 
and dry cat and dog food vari¬ 
eties including premium style, 
high protein, golden nugget, 
senior and puppy foods. 

A few years ago when the 
“Where’s the beef?” commer¬ 
cial raised some concerns in 
the commercial hamburger in¬ 
dustry, Lang reportedly would 
chuckle and say “We put more 
beef in our pet products than 
any other pet product on the 
market,” a Lang Feed Co. 
spokesman said. 

The Lang Feed Co.’s guaran¬ 
teed analysis statement on pet 
food labels states the product 
contains 10 to 14 percent crude 
protein and eight to 10 percent 
crude fat, a rate much higher 
than its competitors. 

“When other companies talk 
about protein they are talking 
about vegetable protein,” the 
company spokesman said. 
“When soybeans are used they 
can run about 50 percent pro¬ 
tein, but you get a lot of water 
and you don’t get all the nutri¬ 
ents that you do from meat.” 

The natural can products 
contain no added salt and are 
low in fat and come mixed 
with wheat germ. 

The cat food flavors include 
beef, chicken, liver, fish and 
kidney flavors. 

While the pet food company 
is actually located in Huron 
Township, it bears a Romulus 
mailing address.

Three ordinary let¬ 
ters of the alphabet, 

PCB, are causing a 
ruckus in Van Buren 
Township. PCB is 
short for polychlori¬ 
nated biphenyls, 
which are heavy, oily 
: compounds found in many lakes and streams 

including Belleville Lake, Willow Creek and 
Tyler Pond. PCB’s are considered hazardous 
'• wastes. 

The Controversy has arisen because Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality (Wayne Disposal) has ap¬ 
plied for a permit that would allow the haz¬ 
ardous waste landfill to begin accepting 
PCB’s. Public hearings are slated at 4 and 7 p.m. 
April 23 and on May 4 to hear arguments for 
and against the permit. A group of citizens led 
by Andy Winnie and called WE CARE are try¬ 
ing to rally friends to attend the meeting and 
object to the permit based on EQ’s history of 
problems and the close proximity of the site to 
Belleville Lake. 

As dead set against the project as Winnie 
is, Jerry Fore, EQ vice-president is dead 
sure the permit makes good sense. Fore is a 
one-man public relations show taking his 
message to anyone who will listen, night and 
day, week day and weekend. 

For persons in Van Buren Township this is 
an important issue. A clean environment is 
at the top of everyone’s list. Thus we are ask¬ 
ing that everyone study the issues at hand 
and not make irrational judgments based on 
emotion. 

For instance we must all realize that PCB 
contamination already exists locally in many 
of our lakes and streams. EQ claims that they 
will provide a secure location for managing 
these wastes that are now lying around un¬ 
controlled. Does that mean EQ will actively 
spend their money and be involved in seeing 
that these sites are cleaned up? If the an¬ 
swer is “yes” then it would certainly make 
their permit application acceptable. 

In addition EQ claims their site will facili¬ 
tate the clean-up of old industrial sites 
around the Detroit area. The primary deter¬ 
rent to that right now is that the closest sites 
permitted to accept PCB’s now are in New 
York and Alabama. The cost to ship the haz¬ 
ardous materials makes it prohibitive to 
clean-up Detroit area sites at the moment. 

All this is fine and dandy but Van Buren 
residents want to know, why my backyard? I 
think EQ’s answer would be that the facility 
is already in place and far and away exceeds 
federal standards for accepting PCB waste. 
They would say it makes more sense to lo¬ 
cate PCB’s there than to build a new facility. 

Winnie’s involvement in this issue began 
because the landfill was giving off odors last 
summer. EQ has since corrected the problem 
but for many Van Buren residents those 
odors were not pleasant and they are embed¬ 
ded in their memories. EQ admits they shot 
themselves in the foot when that happened 
but now point to their willingness to take 
care of the problem. 

As we have pointed out in the past there 
are two sides to every story. We hope Van Bu¬ 
ren residents will take the time to study this 
issue. You can bet Michigan Community 
Newspapers will be providing as much cov¬ 
erage as we possibly can up to and even after 
the public hearings.

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Sweeping changes announced at community college

The chairperson of the 
Board of Trustees and the new 
president of Wayne County 
Community College (WCCC) 
announced a package of 
sweeping changes designed to 
“make Wayne County Commu¬ 
nity College the best commu¬ 
nity college in Michigan.” 

Chairperson Ted Scott and 
President Dr. Curtis Ivery 
made their announcement 
during a six-month interim re¬ 
port to the community at an 
April 11 news conference at 
the college headquarters in 
downtown Detroit. 

•Dr. Ivery was hired as the 
new president in September, 
1995. He was recently named 
the “Outstanding Community 
College President of 1996” by 
tfh e Life Extension 
Foundation. 

WCCC serves more than 
11,000 students from 32 com¬ 
munities in a 550 square mile 
district at five campuses lo¬ 
cated throughout Wayne 
County, the seventh largest 
county in the nation. 

“We are attacking all the 


historical problems of Wayne 
County Community College to 
put this institution on a solid 
basis and make it into the best 
community college in Michi¬ 
gan,” Dr. Ivery said. “Our goal 
is to return control and direc¬ 
tion to the communities we 
serve with site-based manage¬ 
ment at our five campuses 
throughout Wayne County.” 

Chairperson Scott added, 
“Our students and the people 
of Wayne County deserve the 
very best and we are deter¬ 
mined that is what they are 
going to get. 

“We hired Dr. Ivery to set a 
new and ambitious course for 
us. He seems to be a perpetual 
motion machine listening to 
our needs, identifying prob¬ 
lems, and building a solid con¬ 
sensus for both immediate so¬ 
lutions and a growth programs 
for the next century,” Scott 
said. 

Some of the actions and pro¬ 
grams planned or begun in the 
last six months include: 

• Complete review of curric¬ 
ulum to improve the quality of 
teaching and ensure that the 
needs of both students and the 
various campus communities 


are being met; 

• Development of site-based 
management and decision 
making for the five different 
campuses to empower local 
faculty, students and 
communities; 

• Review of personnel poli¬ 
cies, practices and training, in- 
eluding college-wide 


personnel performance 
reviews; 

• Refinement of the organi¬ 
zational structure for a leaner 
organization and increased ac¬ 
countability with new vice 
presidents for administration 
and finance, educational af¬ 
fairs, and information and col¬ 
lege services; 


• Review and tightening of 
internal financial controls at 
all levels, from administrative 
management to student loan 
programs; 

• Hiring a national consult¬ 
ing firm to help improve man¬ 
agement of federal student 
loan programs; 

• Upgrading, enhancing and 
integrating computer technol¬ 
ogies in all areas of adminis¬ 
tration, including finance; 

• Student recruitment and 
retention programs which 
have already resulted in en¬ 
rollment increases; 

• Development of the Edu¬ 
cation First Foundation for 
student financial air and 
scholarships; and 

• Bridge building meetings 
and programs to reach out to 
governments, communities, 
businesses, employers, unions 
and students. 

Dr. Ivery said that these pro¬ 
gram initiatives represent a 
fundamental and comprehen¬ 
sive redirection of WCCC by 
the trustees and his new ad¬ 
ministration. He said that this 
is only the beginning of re¬ 
building WCCC into one of the 
most progressive community 


colleges in the country. 

Although it was not men¬ 
tioned in the college presi¬ 
dent’s speech, college officials 
have indicated that a change 
may be made in the names of 
the campusus to give each a 
community identity. For exam¬ 
ple, the Western Center could 
be remaned Fred C. Fischer 
Community College, Division 
of Wayne County Community 
Colleg, if the plan is adopted. 

Dr. Ivery was previously act¬ 
ing president and vice presi- 
dent of instruction at 
Mountain View College of the 
Dallas Community College 
District, the second largest 
community college system in 
the nation. 

He was also appointed by 
Arkansas Governor Bill Clin¬ 
ton as Commissioner of Hu¬ 
man Services for the State of 
Arkansas. He managed a bud¬ 
get of $650 million, with more 
than 3,000 employees. 

Dr. Ivery was the first Afri¬ 
can American, and the youn¬ 
gest appointee to the Cabinet 
of the Governor of Arkansas.

! “It is time for a license plate 
that symbolizes the beauty of 
Michigan,” Secretary Miller 
explained. “I can think of no 
better group of people to help 
us design it than Michigan res¬ 
idents. 

“Beauty is in the eye of the 
beholder and that is why we 
are inviting anyone and every¬ 
one who has an opinion about 


what makes Michigan the most 
beautiful state in the nation to 
submit a design,” Secretary 
Miller added.

According to Michigan’s 
chief motor vehicle adminis¬ 
trator, the challenge is open to 
Michigan residents of all ages, 
with contestants under age 18 
needing the signature of a par¬ 
ent or guardian. Entries must 
be submitted on official entry 
forms provided by Farmer 
Jack, Kmart and Spartan 


stores. Designs submitted at 
random to the Secretary of 
State’s office prior to May must 
be resubmitted on an official 
entry form. 

All completed entries must 
be returned to the address lis¬ 
ted on the entry form. Secre¬ 
tary of State branch offices, 
Farmer Jack, Kmart and Spar¬ 
tan stores cannot accept com¬ 
pleted entry forms. 

Rules require that contes¬

The celebrity panel will se¬ 
lect 12 semi-finalists, each of

The Grand Prize winner will 
be selected from among the- 
semi-finalists. In addition to 
the privilege of having his or 
her design appear on the new 
Michigan license plate, the 
winner will receive a six-day 
*■ Grand Vacation for a family of 
four, or two adults. The vaca¬ 
tion, compliments of the Am- 
way Grand Plaza Hotel in 
Grand Rapids, the Grand Tra¬ 
verse Resort in Acme and the 
Grand Hotel of Mackinac Is¬ 
land, features a two-night stay 
at each hotel. 

Winners will be announced 
in the fall.

sultant Ron Faucheux in a re¬ 
cent editorial in Insight 
magazine. 

But why are campaigns re¬ 
duced to a contest of “sticks 
and stones” in the first place? 
The issues at stake in elections 
- not to mention the citizens of 
this country - deserve to be ad¬ 
dressed with more than a bar¬ 
rage of name calling.

Last year, when I arrived in 
Washington, the first piece of 
advice that I received as a leg¬ 
islator was, “When it comes to 
campaigning, go negative. Go 
negative and go negative first 
That’s what people respond 
to.” I was told this even though 
I had just finished campaign¬ 
ing - and I knew that my Re- 
publican freshmen 
counterparts were being told 
the exact same thing. 

But is nasty' campaigning re¬ 
ally what Americans want? 

Many political experts ar¬ 
gue that going negative is the 
only way to win elections these 
days. “It’s the sharp stick or 
stone, not the dull one, that 
ruts,” observed campaign con¬ 


cord numbers. 

While Faucheux claims that 
“When truthful and accurate, 
negative ads are what voters 
want and need,” he ignores the 
fact that more and more nega¬ 
tive campaigning has become 
distorted and sensationalistic. 
And when candidates feed the 
public a steady diet of negative 
images and misleading allega¬ 
tions for months on end before 
elections, many citizens wind 
up feeling either too disgusted 
to vote - or suspicious and crit¬ 
ical of whoever finally winds 
up in office. Such campaigns 
set a lousy tone for the country 
after the elections, as well as 
before. 

Ultimately, negative cam¬ 
paigning undermines the en¬ 
tire democratic process. The 
proliferation of nasty cam-

paign tactics makes it increas- 
ingly difficult for well- 
meaning and accomplished 
candidates to run on their own 
ideas - and this directly affects 
voters. In their new book, 
“Going Negative: How Attack 
Ads Shrink and Polarize the 
Electorate,” researchers Step¬ 
hen Ansolabehere and Shanto 
Iyengar found that negative 
campaigning “drives people 
away from the polls in large 
numbers” - particularly non¬ 
partisan voters. This means 
that, while the number of peo¬ 
ple who call themselves “inde¬ 
pendents” in opinion polls has 
increased steadily in recent 
years, this segment of the pop¬ 
ulation is represented less and 
less. The government is elec¬ 
ted more and more by fewer 
and fewer people - who are 
increasingly allied strongly 
with one party or another.

Immunize by two. It’s easy to do!

Whenever I look at my three 
baby daughters, Hannah, Mad¬ 
eleine and Margaret, I realize 
how lucky I am to have to good 
fortune of being able to hold 
healthy, bouncing babies. It 
just tears my heart when I 
think about fragile children 
fighting the battles of their 
lives against such diseases as 
hepatitis B and whopping 
cough. 

In 1995, Michigan reported 
101 cases of pertussis (whoop¬ 
ing cough), which was one of 
the largest number of cases re¬ 
ported since 1972. A large in¬ 
crease in case of measles also 
occurred during 1989 and 1990. 
In 1990 alone, nearly 500 Mich¬ 
igan children were infected 
with measles. What concerns 
me is that these diseases and 
several others are preventable 
through proper and timely im¬ 
munizations. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDO 
released a nationwide survey 
just last month which reported 
that only 63 percent of Michi¬ 
gan two-year-olds are fully im¬ 
munized. The nationwide

average is 75 percent. The 63 
percent figure is actually a sig¬ 
nificant increase from 1991, 
when a Michigan Department 
of Community Health (for¬ 
merly the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health) study 
showed that the immunization 
rate statewide was only 42% 
This is certainly good news but 
we have much more work to 
do. I cannot emphasize enough 
the need for parents to under¬ 
stand that their children 
should be fully immunized be¬ 
fore age two. Our goal is to in- 
crease Michigan's 
immunization levels to at least 
90 percent as soon as possible. 

The diseases that children 
are vaccinated against include 
diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus, polio, measles, 
mumps, chicken pox, rubella, 
Haemophilus influenza type b 
(a type of meningitis), and hep¬ 
atitis B. 

A child averages 10 visits to 


a health care provider before 
age two. It takes only five visits 
to be fully immunized. So why 
aren’t our most vulnerable lit¬ 
tle citizens getting the vaccina¬ 
tions they need? The Michigan 
Department of Community 
Health (DCH) has pointed out 
many barriers, including the 
lack of understanding about 
the need to vaccinate children 
early. Other barriers include 
missed opportunities during 
routine health care visits, as 
well as the ability to pay for 
vaccines. 

Low-income parents need to 
know that cost is not a barrier. 
DCH provides vaccines free to 
local health departments and 
physicians, and the cost of ad¬ 
ministering the vaccines is 
covered by Medicaid for those 
who are eligible. 

Michigan has several initia¬ 
tives underway to address 
other issues. Many of these ini¬ 
tiatives involve partnerships 
between the public and pri¬ 
vate sectors. They include: 

• Development of local or 
regional tracking and really 
systems that identify children 
who are not fully immunized 
and notify their parents that 
further vaccinations are 


needed. 

• Development of a program 
that prepares volunteers to ed¬ 
ucate parents and others 
about the importance of hav¬ 
ing babies fully immunized. 
The program will be a partner¬ 
ship of the Michigan State Uni¬ 
versity Cooperative Extension 
Service and DCH. 

• A public information cam¬ 
paign to encourage parents to 
check with their physician at 
each visit to make sure their 
baby’s immunizations are up 
to date. 

These are just a few of the 
many efforts that are being im¬ 
plemented to increase immu¬ 
nization levels. But we must all 
play our part, especially par¬ 
ents. Love alone won’t protect 
children. Early immunization 
results in healthier children, 
lower risk of infectious dis¬ 
ease and death, and a more 
stable social environment for 
children and families.

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Sculptor brings

Looking at a Rex Benson 
original may make you smile. 
Then again, it may make you 
laugh.

“I like to think my pieces 
are more likely to make you 
smile than laugh,” he said, 
comparing his work to a joke.

Benson, who resides in

Although his first pieces 
were taken from his drawings, 
Benson said he thinks in 3-D 
now, so he doesn’t need to 
draw them first. “I started 
drawing again about three to 
£ four years ago,” he said. “You

droopy eyes, messed-up “hair,” 
is wearing a robe, and carrying 
a coffee cup. Another piece is 
of a dragon sitting on an egg in 
the top of a tree which has a 
mail box, windows and a front 
door. 

Benson started concentrat¬ 
ing on his art work full-time in 
1975. 

“I thought it might be a good 
idea to try to sell my work at 
the Ann Arbor Art Fair,” he 
said. “Back then, you put your 
name on a list to get in. Now, 
there’s a 10-year wait.” 

The artist said the art fair 
process starts with sending an 
application. 

“Most of them are juried 
events,” he explained. “Your 
work is reviewed by a commit¬ 
tee. You wait about a month to 
two months to get a notice. If 
you don’t get in, you scramble 
to find something else to do. 
Many artists apply to more 
than one fair, I don’t. I don’t 
like to cancel,” Benson said. 
“Before a show, there are a lot 
of late nights. I try to take a 
variety, but I seem to never 
take enough stuff into a show. 
I’m always worried about the 
pieces I don’t have, and no 
time to do it.” 

According to his assistant, 
Michelle Klein, Benson has 
developed quite a following. 
Benson said he gets different 
reactions from the collectors 
when they come to the art 
fairs. 

“I either hear, ‘you’ve got a 
lot of new stuff,’ or ‘when are 
you going to do something 
new?”’ It seems for some peo¬ 
ple, once you’ve seen one 
duck, you’ve seen them all. But 
Benson, and other collectors 
say each one is different. 

The artist explained that 
some of the collectors have 
voiced concern about who has 
the largest collection. Benson 
said he thought a collector in

Ohio had the largest amount, 
with 70-75 pieces. But, he 
found another collecter who 
has a substantially larger 
collection. 

“I have quite a devoted fol¬ 
lowing,” he said. “I don’t know 
why. There seems to be collect¬ 
ibility about them.” 

Benson is influenced by 
many different artists, working 
with different media. Some of 
his favorites include Charles 
Bragg, Jim Henson, Robert 
Black, Roger Dean, and Robert 
Crumb, who Benson describes 
as “the only person more sick 
than me.” 

Most of his inspiration 
comes from people who are 
not sculptors. He is influenced 
a lot by cartoons, “good car¬ 
toons,” he stressed. 

Benson grew up in this area, 
with an insatiable appetite for 
cartoons, comedy, puppets, 
ventriloquism, or any combi¬ 
nation of the four. 

“I was one of the first to cut 
my teeth on television,” he

“Lansing is six square 
miles, surrounded by reality.”. 

State Senator Loren Ben¬ 
nett (R-Canton) and State Rep¬ 
resentative Thomas Kelly (D- 
Wayne) didn’t agree on much 
when they spoke to the Wayne 
Chamber of Commerce on 
Thursday, but they did agree 
on their assessment of 
Lansing. 

Bennett used the “reality” 
quote when speaking to a 
group of chamber members, 
and Kelly repeated it from the 
podium. 

Outside of that one bit of 
common ground, Bennett and 
Kelly stayed on their own 
sides of the party line. 

The senator said he does 
not support a gas tax increase

“until we have $1 worth of 
value for every $1 spent.” 

Bennett said administrative 
costs for highway projects was 
as high as 25 percent of the to¬ 
tal funds in Wayne County dur¬ 
ing one recent year. 

“I think they brought it 
down to 23 percent the next 
year, but there are many coun¬ 
ties where the administrative 
costs are 18 percent -- and 
that’s too high,” Bennett said. 
“I want the road funds spent 
wisely. Then, we’ll consider an 
additional gas tax.” 

Bennett talked about the en¬ 


vironmental self-audit, which 
he believes will have a posi¬ 
tive effect on future clean-up 
efforts, because businesses 
will not be fearful of reporting 
the discovery of a spill or envi¬ 
ronmental accident. 

He noted that under provi¬ 
sions of the state law, a busi¬ 
ness that finds it has an 
environmental clean-up prob¬ 
lem and reports it to the state 
with the intention of correct¬ 
ing it, will not be prosecuted. 

“Zero risk is unrealistic, 
and we can’t afford it,” said 
Bennett, noting that some stan¬ 


dards are far too strict, and are 
too costly to comply with. 

Kelly criticized the state 
road program, dubbing Michi¬ 
gan Avenue “the Engler Memo¬ 
rial Highway.” 

Bennett said changes are 
needed in Public Act 51 be¬ 
cause townships have been 
frozen out if the process. 
Thirty years ago, when the leg¬ 
islation was enacted, he said, 
townships were mostly rural. 

“Times have changed. For 
example, Brownstown Towns¬ 
hip needs help with the repair 
of Telegraph Road,” Bennett 
said. 

The representative pre¬ 
dicted “war” over the pro¬ 
posed repeal of Public Act 51, 
which sends money back to lo¬ 
cal communities for major and 
minor roads. 

Kelly complained that the

repeal of the act could do away 
with local road commissions, 
and Bennett countered that 
road commissions are not 
needed. 

“The money will still go 
back to the local commu¬ 
nities,” said Bennett. 

“But, it will be at the whim 
of both houses,” Kelly said. 
“Any one party that has con¬ 
trol (of both houses) will go 
nuts,” said Kelly.

The representative sug¬ 
gested that only the parts of 
the transportation act that are 
no longer valid should be 
amended. 

“Let’s fix only things that 
are wrong,” Kelly said.

A battery-operated 
radio, fresh replacement bat¬ 
teries, a flashlight and can¬ 
dles, a first-aid kit and food 
should be kept in a centralized 
location. 

• If using portable genera¬ 
tors, disconnect house circuits 
from Detroit Edison lines. Pull 
or switch to “off” all main 
fuses or circuit breakers to 
protect line crews working to

Making a quilt is a 
lesson in living

Twelve Golden Threads, by 
Aliske Webb, weaves the story 
of a grandmother passing on 
her quilt making skills -- and 
her lessons for living - to her 
two granddaughters. 

Woven through the fabric of 
the book are the grand¬ 
mother’s words of wisdom. 
First, her “Golden Needle” is 
to do everything with love. 

As the quilt project pro¬ 
gresses, the elderly grand¬ 
mother of two young adult 
women shares her “golden 
threads “ with them: Make a 
commitment, set a goal, plan 
your work and work your plan, 
always do quality work, take 
responsibility, make learning 
a lifelong habit, cooperate, 
contribute and make a differ¬ 
ence, persevere through the 
touch times, communicate ef¬ 
fectively, live with integrity 
and celebrate life. , 

Smoothly, the lessons of life 
are taught to Jennifer, the am¬ 
bitious and impulsive college 
graduate, and her younger sis¬ 
ter, Susan, who is more cir¬ 
cumspect and lacking in 
confidence. 

The grandmother is aware 
that although the young wo¬ 
men are eager to master the 
quilting craft, they will be¬ 
come frustrated and at times 
their interest will flag. But, af¬ 
ter years of perfecting the 
craft, she also knows that every 
step in making a quilt is a met¬ 
aphor for creating a successful 
life. 

For example, when Grama, 
as she is known to her grand¬ 
daughters, instructs them to 
“Plan your work and work your 
plan,” the impetuous and im¬ 
pulsive Jennifer learns a les¬ 
son on what happens when one 
doesn’t plan ahead. In her 
haste to complete the cutting 
of the many small pieces she 
needs to complete the compli¬ 
cated pattern she chose, Jen¬ 
nifer layers the fabric and cuts 
several at once. Unfortunately, 
the fabric layers slip and she 
discovers she has uneven 
pieces which she must cut 
again -- this time the pains¬ 
takingly slow, but efficient, 
way. 

She is reminded to “mea¬ 
sure twice and cut once” - a 
lesson that can be transferred 
to many life situations where a 
measuring of the facts more 
than once can avoid a later di¬ 
saster. 

The two young woman, their 
mother and grandmother be¬ 
come closer through the year¬ 
long quilt project and we be¬ 
lieve the lessons learned may

be equal or more important 
than the ones learned in text¬ 
books and classroom lectures. 

Although the craft is an an¬ 
cient one, we find that technol¬ 
ogies and techniques are 
constantly changing with tradi¬ 
tional quilts now made easier 
by patterns created on 
computers and then trans¬ 
ferred to fabric, according to 
Webb. 

Of course, the author is a 
quilter herself and draws on 
her own knowledge and expe¬ 
riences to bring a simple but 
thought-provoking story of 
values being passed on from 
one generation to the next. 

While the book sometimes 
has a “preachy” tone, it is a 
delightful story of a family who 
love one another and learn 
life’s lessons together. 

Through the book we learn 
some fascinating facts about 
the ancient craft: 

• There are an estimated 15 
million active quilters in the 
U.S., with approximately 4,000 
quilt shows staged annually. 

• More than 1,000 indepen¬ 
dent quilt shops are in the 
country, operated by people 
whose hobby transformed into 
a business plus numerous re¬ 
lated businesses 

• Quilting cuts across all de¬ 
mographics - young, old, rich, 
poor, people of all colors, races 
and creeds -- participate in the 
craft which is growing at a rate 
of 10 percent annually. 

• The earliest quilt can be 
traced to Persia, 3000 B.C. 

The book is available at lo¬ 
cal bookstores for $18. It is 
published by Harper Collins.

Dieters’ downfall turns into weight loss aid

Nibbling - the downfall of 
many dedicated dieters - has 
been turned into a weight loss 
tool in a new book by Dr. S.R. 
Kaura and Diane Collins, 
titled The Nibbler’s Diet. 

Although there has been no 
lack of diet books or programs 
-- more than $30 billion was 
spent on weight loss during a 
recent year -- up until now 
there hasn’t been a book di¬ 
rected at nibblers. 

Always on the go, Ameri¬ 
cans tend to grab the food that 
most readily available when 
they need to re-fuel, often 
foods rich in fat, sugars and 
calories. 

Even though many people 
claim to want “healthy” snack 
foods, special low-calorie or 
low-fat foods such as 
McDonalds’ Me Lean have 
fallen from popularity, while 
burgers with bacon and cheese 
and stuffed-crust pizzas are on 
the rise. 

According to Dr. Kaura, who 
has a practice in Southgate, 
the problem is not nibbling. In 
fact, nibbling, if done properly, 
can contribute to a healthy life 
style. The key is to eat small

amounts intermittently throughout the day to 
stimulate the body's metabolism, burn calories 
and keep energy levels high. 


amounts intermittently 
throughout the day to stimu¬ 
late the body’s metabolism, 
burn calories and keep energy 
levels high. 


The Nibbler’s Diet explains 
ways to reach for satisfying 
foods that will help achieve 
desired weight loss an choles¬ 
terol levels. 


“Losing weight is not a func¬ 
tion of how much money is 
spent. Rather, it is reflective of 
a healthy and positive ap¬ 
proach to eating and living,” 
Kaura said. 

The balanced eating plan, 
developed with the aid of Col¬ 
lins, a registered dietitian, can 
help people lose weight, keep 
it off and develop healthy eat¬ 
ing habits. 

Patients who stick to Dr. Ka- 
ura’s plan have been found to: 

• experience an increased 
metabolic rate 

• are not hungry 

• have many choices in what 
they eat 

• have high energy levels 

• do not rely on expensive 
diet foods, powders or other 
aids 

• lose weight safely and 
lower their cholesterol. 

The book includes calorie 
in-take sections and weekly, 
shopping lists plus recipes for 
meals ranging from 1,000, 
1,200, 1,500 or 1,800 calories 
daily. 

Nibblers can eat small 
quantities of food eight times a 
day. For example, in one typi¬ 
cal day of the 1,200-calorie 
diet, an individual can begin 
the day with two pancakes 


(four-inches across) with diet 
syrup, 1-1/4 cup strawberries 
or 3/4 cup frozen blueberries, 
and 1 cup of skim milk. 

Later, the diet may have 1/2 
cup tomato juice, followed by 
1/3 cup cantaloupe after a two- 
hour span. A salad, consisting 
of 1 cup lettuce, 1/4-cup tuna, 
1/2 cup cucumber slices and 
1/4 cup radishes served with 1 
tablespoon fat-free dressing 
and two bread sticks is lunch. 
In the afternoon, the dieter 
can have 15 grapes. Dinner is 3 
ounces of cooked fish, 2/3 cup 
cooked rice, 1/2 cup carrots, 1/2 
cup peas and 1 cup skim milk. 
There is an afternoon snack of 
1/2 cup sugar-free gelatin and 
later 3 oz. fat-free frozen yo¬ 
gurt and 1/3 cup pineapple 
chunks in its own juice or 
water. 

Each same meal is different 
to avoid monotony, and the in¬ 
gredients are listed to make 
weekly shopping an easy task. 
For nibblers, the book seems 
to be an ideal solution to los¬ 
ing weight without depriving 
oneself of snacks.

After crusading against 
hunting and the fur industry, 
the People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals (PETA/) 
has turned its wrath on the 
sport of fishing. 

Members of PETA plan to 
hit coastal waters, lakes and 
fishing holes this summer to 
push a ban on sport fishing. 
According to a spokesperson, 
protesters plan to maneuver 
their boats among fishing craft 
to scare off the fish and also to 
disrupt big-money fishing 
tournamerits. 

Local conservationists op¬ 
pose the animal rights extre¬ 
mists’ views on hunting and 
fishing. 

Ginger Bruder, president of 
the Huron Valley Conservation 
Association, opposes the at¬ 
tacks on hunters and sports 
fishermen by extremists. 

“First, they are attacking 
deer hunting and sport fishing. 
Next it will be beef, pork and 
chickens and after that what - 
a crusade for vegetable 
rights?” Bruder said. 

She noted members of the 
Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs’ pledge “to faithfully 
protect from waste the natural 
resources of (the) country -- its 
air, soil and minerals, its for¬ 
est, water and wildlife.” 

The HVCA president be¬ 
lieves it is part of the respon¬ 
sibility of conservationists to 
protect the environment from 
overpopulation, and respons¬ 
ible hunting and fishing are 
ways in which to do so. 

“Fishing is a great, relaxing 
sport - just as walking in the 
woods or bird watching is,” 
said HVCA charter member 
Marty Elliott. “I am upset that 
these people want to take con¬ 


trol over Mother Nature. 

“People who witness inter¬ 
ference with sports fishing this 
summer, should take photos of 
those who do so and record the 
numbers on their boats so that 
they can be reported,” Elliott 
said. 

Often, he said, fishermen re¬ 
turn their catch to the lakes 
and streams after they are 
caught. 

Bill Manning of Romulus, a 
HVCA youth leader, opposes 
any interference with sports 
fishing and hunting. He sees 
both activities as helping to ac¬ 
quaint young people with na¬ 
ture and foster environmental 
awareness. 

“I don’t understand them,” 
said HCVA member Harold 
Kasten. “Nature put animals 
and fish of all sizes in the 
world as part of the food chain. 
Large fish feed on smaller fish, 
which feed on still smaller fish 
- that’s nature. 

“If these people have their 
way and are successful in halt¬ 
ing hunting and fishing, in the 
spring we’ll find thousands of 
bodies of dead deer which 
starved in the previous win¬ 
ter,” Kasten said. 

“Spending the day at the 
lake with a fishing pole is one 
of the finest ways to spend a 
day,” said Kasten.

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EQ seeks to alleviate community concerns about PCB disposal

While Belleville area resi¬ 
dents worry about the possi¬ 
bility of PCBs contaminating 
the lake and nearby creeks 
and ponds, in reality, the dan¬ 
ger is already there. 

EQ Vice President Jerry 
Fore, who is seeking a Toxic 
Substance Control Act permit 
to accept PCB (polychlori¬ 
nated biphenyls) wastes at the 
Van Buren-based facility, 
noted that many lakes and 
rivers throughout the state are 
already contaminated with 
PCBs, including Belleville 
Lake, Willow Creek, Tyler 
Pond and the Raisin River. 

“Tons of this PCB contami¬ 
nated sediment is lying uncon¬ 
trolled in our own backyard,” 
Fore said. “Our hazardous 
waste landfill will provide a 
secure location for managing 
these wastes in a safe and cost 
effect manner.” 

There are three types of 
PCB waste?, Fore said, soil 
from contaminates sites; sedi¬ 
ments from lubricating and 
cooling oils, and transformers 
which contain PCB. 

“PCBs have not been manu¬ 
factured for 20 years, but they 
are still around in electric 
transformers and cooling sys¬ 
tems. In the event they are

punctured or explode, then 
the PCBs are released, and 
must be disposed of safely,” 
the EQ vice president said. 

It is because there are more 
than 100 contaminated sites 
throughout the state - one- 
third of them in Wayne County 
- that Fore believes it is neces¬ 
sary to establish a safe and ef¬ 
fective site to dispose of PCBs 
in this area. Shipping PBC 
wastes to New York and Ala¬ 
bama causes long delays and 
high shipping costs, meaning 
that current means of disposal 
is not cost-effective. 

Fore understands pilblic 
concern about PCB, but be¬ 
lieves that the hazardous 
waste landfill in Van Buren 
Township; which exceeds fed¬ 


eral standards, will be effec¬ 
tive in containing the wastes. 

The Environmental Quality 
Company vice president also 
sees the establishment of a 
cost-efficient PCB disposal sys¬ 
tem as being a key to develop¬ 
ing so-call brownlands, or 
abandoned industrial sites 
into new business sites. • 

Fore noted that one firm 
plans to construct a $32 million 
factory, which will employ 
more than 100 people, on the 
site of a former automobile 
manufacturing plant in Dear¬ 
born. Remediation costs to dis¬ 
pose of PCB contamination 
were $341,147, which included 
$118,860, or 35 percent of the 
total price, for transportation 
of the materials to New York. 

“If we had a permit, we 
could have provided the dis¬ 
posal site for much less, and 
perhaps encouraged more 
business people to develop for¬ 
mer industrial sites,” said 
Fore. 

“We understand that this is 
a very emotional issue, and 
that there is a lot of misinfor¬ 
mation out there. We’d like an 
opportunity to talk to individ¬ 
uals and groups so that we can 
answer their questions,” Fore 
said. 

He offered answers to sev¬ 
eral questions that have been 
posed to EQ: 


Where will the PCBs come 
from? The majority of our cus¬ 
tomers are from Michigan and 
the Great Lakes states. 

Will you accept PCB waste 
from Canada? No. The Cana¬ 
dian government has banned 
the export of PCBs and con¬ 
taminated waste. 

Could Wayne Disposal ac¬ 
cept the PCB waste from the 
Willow Run clean up? Once a 
TSCA permit is approved, 
Wayne Disposal could accept 
the Willow Run wastes. 

What about the danger of 


breathing dust or fumes from 
PCBs? PCBs are heavy, oily 
compounds that are not easily 
spread through the air or wa¬ 
ter. They are not water soluble, 
so they sink to the bottom of 
any body of water and collect 
in the sediment. 

Why do we have to have 
these types of facilities? Be¬ 
cause everyone contributes to 
the creation of hazardous 
waste. If you drive an auto¬ 
mobile, us a computer, paint 
your home or wear clothing 
made of synthetic materials, 


you’ve contributed to the pro¬ 
duction of hazardous waste. If 
we’re going to produce haz¬ 
ardous waste and there is no 
way to totally eliminate it in 
the near future, we have to ' 
manage it safely and responsi- • 
bly. 

A public hearing is slated 
on May 4 to address re¬ 
application for four current 
permits and the issuance of a 
new PCB permit. A month-long 
period to receive comments 
will follow, and a decision • ; 
could be reached by June. 


Disposal of PCB 
sparks controversy

If Wayne Disposal is denied 
a permit to accept PCB wastes, 
does that mean that no poly¬ 
chlorinated biphenyls will be 
stored in proximity to Be¬ 
lleville Lake. 

While some opponents to 
Wayne Disposal’s application 
believe this to be true, a land¬ 


fill to contain PCB-tainted 
sludge and sediments from the 
Willow Creek Project has al¬ 
ready been approved and will 
be located on the clean up site, 
adjacent to Edison Pond and 
Belleville Lake. 

In 1942, the Willow Run 
Sludge Lagoon was formed

Supreme 
Court rules 


on age 


The Supreme Court’s recent 
unanimous decision concern¬ 
ing age discrimination made it 
clear that federal laws may ap¬ 
ply if businesses fire em¬ 
ployees over 40 years old and 
replace them with signifi¬ 
cantly younger employees, 
even if the new employees are 
over 40. 

Department of Civil Rights 
Director Nanette Lee Re¬ 
ynolds said, “In today’s global 
economy employers are in¬ 
creasingly faced with the need 
to reduce costs to remain com¬ 
petitive. Employers need to be 
careful that the actions taken 
to reduce these costs do not vi¬ 
olate the rights of older Ameri¬ 
cans who occupy jobs that are 
targeted for cost savings. 

“While the Supreme Court 
decision is highly specialized 
to the federal statute, in Michi¬ 
gan the Elliott-Larsen Civil 
Rights Act protects persons of 
all ages by prohibiting dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of age 
in the areas of employment, 
education, housing, public ac¬ 
commodation and public 
service. 

“The department’s Office of 
Community Services provides * 
education on age-related is¬ 
sues by offering workshops 
and seminars, free of charge, 
to employers and their em¬ 
ployees. Staff is also available 
to provide mediation when 
conflicts arise concerning age. 
The department’s Service Cen¬

through the construction of an 
earthen dam at the south end 
of a natural ravine. It received 
sludges from an acid-cyanide 
plating waste treatment plant 
and a municipal facility until 
1964 Industrial and municipal 
effluent water also were dis¬ 
charged into Edison and Tyler 
ponds. 

The total volume of poten¬ 
tially impacted sludge, sedi¬ 
ments and soil within the 
three source areas at the Wil¬ 
low Run site is approximately 
350,000 cubic yards. 

A consent agreement with 
the parties involved was 
reached in 1995 to clean up the 
sites, and the U.S. Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency is¬ 
sued an approval under the 
Toxic Substances Control Act 
on Sept. 26,1995. 

The Willow Run Creek Site 
(WRCS) cleanup involves the 
removal of PCB contaminated 


sludges and sediments and 
disposal of the materials in an 
on-site landfill. 

Impacted sediment and soil 
from Tyler and Edison pools 
are being removed and treated 
(dewatered and stabilized). 
The water produced during 
this procedure will be treated 
in waste water treatment sys¬ 
tems to be constructed at both 
Tyler Pond and Edison Pond. 

The water will be treated to 
removed PCBs and any other 
contaminants, and will then be 
discharged to the Wayne 
County sanitary sewer system. 

The treated sediments and 
sludges will be transported to 
the landfill location for secure 
disposal. Cement, fly ash or 
other stabilizing reagents may 
be mixed with the excavated 
sludge, sediments and soils to 
make them landfillable. 

In the project updated re¬ 
leased on March 15, construc¬ 
tion of the landfill will 
involved escavating a pit mea¬ 
suring approximately 800 feet 
long, 540 feet wide and 30 feet

Proposed laws to fight 
phone fraud in state 


Legislation that would pro¬ 
tect Michigan consumers from 
telecommunications fraud has 
been proposed. 

Representative Charles Per- 
ricone (R-Kalamazoo Towns¬ 
hip), joined by seven other 
legislators introduced a pack¬ 
age of eight bills designed to 
aid in the prosecution of 
computer and telecommunica¬ 
tions crime. 

“Protecting customers from 
fraud has always been a prior¬ 
ity for Ameritech,” said Jim 
Wilkes, president of Ameri¬ 
tech Michigan. “We were the 
first company to initiate a per¬ 
sonal identification number 
system to protect our cellular 
customers. We were the first to 
offer customers protection 
from being slammed by un¬ 
scrupulous long-distance com¬ 
panies. These bills are 
definitely in synch with Ameri- 
tech’s customer-focus and phi¬ 
losophy.” 

The package of bills would 
identify several types of tele¬ 
communications fraud as 
criminal activity.

These new laws would provide 
for more severe penalties for 
telecommunications fraud 
which would escalate depend¬ 
ing on the amount of money in¬ 
volved and the number of 
times a person has engaged in 
the criminal activity. 

“These new laws will make 
it possible for prosecutors to 
more easily charge and convict 
criminals and create more se¬ 
vere penalties for telecom¬ 
munications fraud,” Wilkes 
said. “This legislation brings 
much-needed legal muscle to 
Michigan. It’s great news for 
consumers and we look for¬ 
ward to the bills quickly be¬ 
coming law.”

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Spring Farm Days arrive at Village 


Baby lambs, barnyard “bar- 
bering,” and a bubbly encoun¬ 
ter with spring cleaning are 
among the highlights of Green¬ 
field Village’s Spring Farm 
Days on April 25, 26, 27 and 28. 

Visitors will experience liv¬ 
ing history - and can even pitch 
in with the chores - at family 
farms of the 18th, 19th and 
early 20th centuries. 

“Spring Farm Days gives ev¬ 
eryone a chance to greet the 
new season, see the newborn 
lambs, and get a real feel for 
the challenges of rural life,” 
said program planner Dan 
Kirk. “We’ll be highlighting ac¬ 
tivities that offer an invigorat¬ 
ing change after being cooped 
up for the winter, including 
some time-honored cures for 
Spring Fever.” 

At the 1880s Firestone Farm 
(which was moved to Green¬ 
field Village from central 
Ohio), kids can lend a hand 
clearing the fields of rocks to 
make way for the horse-drawn 
plow and scattering seed for 
livestock feed. 

Visitors can also talk with 
farmers as they plow and har¬ 
row the land, and perhaps pick 
up a few tips about “natural” 
pest-control and fertilizers. 

Out in the barnyard, the 
farm’s specially bred, are and 
wrinkly merino sheep present 
a challenge to the “barber” of 
the barnyard. Visitors can 
watch as hand tools in capable 
hands shear the animals of 
their winter wool. 

In the nearby pasture, baby 
lambs will be making their 
first trip into the great 
outdoors for a playful romp.. 

Farmhouse chores are 
never-ending, so the women of 
the farmhouse will be busy 
transforming the winter’s ac¬ 
cumulation of cooking grease 
into lye so ap. Visitors can 
watch as the pot bubbles over 
the open fire and costumed 
presenters make bars of soap 
that will be used to scrub ev¬ 
erything from the farmhouse 
to the farmhands. 

But Firestone Farm isn’t the 
only site that’s bustling with 
activity. American’s agri¬ 
cultural progress and diversity

is vividly depicted at sites 
throughout the Village. 

Rural southern life for an 
African-American family dur¬ 
ing the Depression of the 1930s 
is recalled at Mattox House. 
Here the spring cleaning in¬ 
cludes covering the inside 
walls with makeshift wall¬ 
paper, and the woman of the 
house will be cooking up 
batches of hominy in a cast 
iron kettle. 

At the 18th-century Daggett 
Farmhouse, originally located 
in Connecticut, visitors can see 
how wool goes from sheep to 
shirt with demonstrations of 
wool washing, carding, spin¬ 
ning and weaving. 

Visitors will also discover 
the challenges of “home on the 
grange” with special presenta¬ 
tions at the J.R. Jones General 
Store (Saturday and Sunday 
only). The shopkeeper and a 
local farm woman will engage 
in a lively discussion about 
changing 19th-century rural 
lifestyles as The Order of the 
Patrons of Husbandry (a.k.a. 
“The Grange”) reached out to 
farm families with suggestions 




for balancing the backbreak¬ 
ing work of the farm with the 
needs of the family. 

In case of Spring Fever, visi¬ 
tors can stop by the 19th-cen¬ 
tury Adams House to watch 
costumed presenters whip up 
a special tonic that’s guaran¬ 
teed to put the spring back in 
anyone’s step. 

Young visitors can unlock 
the mystery of seeds with 
hands-on planting activities, 
and can even take home a sam¬ 
ple to watch it grow. 

Kids can also mix work and 
play by teaming up for a spe¬ 
cial “spring cleanathon” relay 
race at the Canadian home¬ 
stead where young Thomas 
Edison spent time visiting his 
grandparents. 

When they’re ready to take a 
break from their “chores,” 
young visitors and their grown¬ 
ups can enjoy a ride on a train 
that’s pulled by a steam loco¬ 
motive, or take a whirl on a 
historic carousel. (Additional 
charge for rides.)
